As a matter of fact, relining the 
brakes is a simple enough job after the 
owner has once mastered the details. 
The companies making brake lining 
put it out in such form that the job 
is reduced to the simplest process pos- 
sible in the circumstances. 

The usual brake lining method in use 
today consists of metal bands, having 
the inside or outside surface covered 
with a nonburning composition which 
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through it. The relining consists sim- 
ply of replacing this interior lining of 
asbestos, which has become so worn 
that it no longer grips the Gruen ee 
ively.
